64 BAPTISM OF INFANTS. 

The four following paragraphs ma^ be either 
read^ or omitted, as found convenient. 

™HE first use of baptisni is introduction into 
the new and true christian church, and insertion 
at the same time amongst genuine christians in 
the spiritual world. Baptism itself, however, is 
only an external sign of introductioQ into the 
church, as is evident from the baptizing of in* 
fants, before they cotne to the use of reason, and 
consequently before they are capable of receiv- 
ing any thing relating to faith. Yet this sign is 
perceived in heaven, and thereupon guardian- 
angels are appointed over them by the Lord to 
take care of them, and to preserve them in a 
state favourable to the reception of faith in him; 
and as thej grow up, and become capable of 
thinking and acting tor themselves, they draw 
into association with them such spirits, as make 
one with their life and faith. 

The second use of baptism is, that the person 
baptized may know and acknowledge the Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ, and follow him. This 
acknowledgment consists in a firm belief, that 
he is the only God of heaven and earth, the 
Creator, Redeemer, and Regenerator^ that m 
him there is a Divine Trinity, consisting of Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Spirit, like soul, body, and 
operation in man; and also in a life of obedience 
to his commandments^ 

The third and final use of baptism is, that man 
may be regenerated; in which case he is bap- 
iized wiiii the holy spirit, or with fire; that iS) 
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Or the Ten Commandments from Deut. v. 6 to 
21, may be occasionally readj instead of the 
above. 

The Minister then proceeds asfollows^ the peo* 
pie still standing, 

^HESE are the commandments, the statutes, 
and the judgments, which the Lord your God 
commanded to teach you: that thou mightest 
fear the Lord thy God, to keep all his statutes, 
and his commandments, which I command tliee; 
thou, and thy son, and thy son's son, all the 
days of thy life; and that thy days may be pro* 
longed, (tkut. vi. 1, !2.) 

Ye shall observe therefore to do as the Lord 
your God hath commanded you: ye shall not 
turn aside to the right hand, or to the left. 
(Deat. V. 32.)

Bere follows the imtitution of the Holy Supper By the 
Lord, tak eji /torn Maie. x%\i. 19, 20, 26 to 28* Mark 
xiv, 16, 17, 22 io 24. J.uke xxii. 13, 14, 19, 20. 

of ESUS kept the passover with his dificiplesf 
and when the evening was come, be sat clown 
uith them. And as they were eating, Jesus 
took bread, and blesaed it, and brake it, and 
gave it to the diBciples, and said, Take, eat; this 
is my body. And he took the cup, and eave 
thanks; and gave it to thero, saying, Drink ye 
all of it; for this is my blood, the [blood] of the 
New Testament, which is shed for many for the 
remission of sins. 

Then the J^Hnisier readi aa foltrtos; 

41 HE holy supper was instituted by the Lord 
himself for the purpose of maintaining thereby 
a communion betwixt his church and heaven, 
and of consequence betwixt his church and him- 
self. Thus it is the most sacred and solemn of 
all worship. Hear therefore the doctrine of the 
Lord concerning his fiesh and his blood, and 
concerning bread and wine. 

«* Labour not for the meat which perisheth, but 
for that meat which endureth unto everlasting 
life, which the Son of Man shall give unto you. 
The bread of God is he, who cometh down from 
heaven, and giveth life unto tlie world, 1 am

HlEARLY beloved, we are here assembled, in 

the presence of the Lord, to unite this man and 
this woman in Holt Matrimony, which has 
been instituted by the Lord irom the beginning, 
and beinc of divine appointment, is honourable 
among all men. It is therefore not by any to 
be entered into unadvisedly, or ligjhtly; but re- 
verently, discreetly, advisedly, soberly, and in 
the fear of the Lsed. Into this holy estate, 
these two persons present come now to be uni- 
ted. If any raan can show just cause why they 
may not lawfully be thus united, let him tiovr 
speaks or else hereafter for ever fiold his peace.

Hexed to him is not the ukn himself, but de- 
signed only to be instiiimental to tlie operations 
of his spirit. And when the body of man is no 
longer able to perform its natural functions, he 
is said to die; not that man then sufferB extinc- 
tion of life; but only is separated from that cor- 
poreal part, which served him for an instrument 
of usefulness in the world. But he still contt- 
nues a living man, and that in a proper and li- 
teral sense of the expression, inasmuch as man 
receives his denomina.tion, not from his body, 
but from his spirit; since it is that, which tliinks 
in him, and thought with affection essentiallj 
constitutes the man, so that when any man is 
said to die, it meatis no more, than that he 
passes from one world into another. And hence 
it is, that by death, in ihe scriptures^ according 
to the internal sense of that word, is signified 
resurrection and continuation of life* When 
man passes, therefore, from this natural world 
into the spiritual, he takes with him all that be- 
longed to him as man, and is cfjually in a body 
as before, so that he cannot be said to have lett 
any thiug behind him, hut his mere earthly co- 
vering, which never w ill be reassumed. But his 
body then is a spiritual body, separate from all 
the grossness and ini purity of matter. 

Whilst we therefore, in the obscurity of our 
natural state, mourn over tlie departure of a 
beloved frieyd, the angels of heaven welcome a 
new inhabitant to the regions of light, and fe- 
^;oice, that another happy spirit is arrived to 
participate in their bliss* ^ As touching the dead, 
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that they rise,' said our Loril to the unbelieving 
Sadducees; *have je not read in the book oi 
Moses, how in the bush God spake unto him^ 
sayings I am the God of Abraham, and the God 
OI Isaac, and the God of Jacob? God is not the 
God of the dead, but the God of the living: Yc 
therefore do greatly err.' (Mark xii. 26.) And 
in Luke he saith still more expressly, as it 
should be rendered; *He is not the Gotl of the 
dead, but of the living, for to him all arc alive,' 
(Luke xx> 38*) 

Against the fear therefore, of the death of the 
body, we have a sufficient antidote. But there 
is a death, which hath terrors to excite even the 
apprehensions of the wise* *^Be not afraid, says 
our Lord, of them, who kill the body and after 
that have no more that they can do; but I will 
forewarn you, whom ye shall fear: fear him, 
ivho, after he hath killed, hath power to cast 
into hell; yea, I say unto you, fear him." The 

Iileath, then, which we should fear, is spiritual 
fteath, the death, against which we are everj 
where warned in the holy Word, This death is 
induced by the love and the life of evil, and is 
in truth tlie work of our own hands. Where- 
fore let us not deceive ourselves, but ever bear 
in mind that the life of every one follows him 
to the eternal world, that a good life leads to 
heaven, and an evil life to hell. For the Lord 
saith. I will give unto every one of you accord- 
ing to his works. Behold, I come quickly, and 
roy reward is with me, to give every man ac- 
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cording as h»s work shall be. Knowing, th 
fore, the impoi taoce of the great change, w' 
) shall one Uaj be assuredly our own, let j
